~MURDER. 


T half-past ten in the evening of 
June 16,1933, a shot was fired 
on the beach at Tel-Aviv, the new 
Zionist city beside Jaffa. The 
echoes of that shot are now spread- 
ing throughout the world, - 

‘Dr, Chaim Arlosoroff was the 
Jeader of the. Zionist Labour party 
in Palestine and chaltman of the 
Jewish Agency, which is the re- 
sponsible’ body: in all negotiations 
Letween ‘the’ Palestinian Jews and 
the British Government. ° He was 
38, had been well educated in .Ger- 
many, and was @ prominent leader 
of his race. 1 dune, 1933, he took 
a few days holiday, with his wife 
and. went 
house at Tel-Aviv. : 

One night, after dinner, they 
went for a walk along the ‘front. 
Night falls suddenly in Palestine 
and that evening there was no moor.

six in the evening. They. algo ad- 
mitted that he was there at six the 
next mornings They suggested 
that in the meantime he had motor- 
ad the sixty kilometres to Tel-Aviv, 
killed Arlosoroff and returned. He 
was not known to have a car, or the 
money to hire ane.
